President Ali was 
qootedas saying that his country needed aid from friendly coun- 
tries for reconstruction of the areas devastated by an earthquake 
which kiBcd, 3.000 persons and destroyed several towns and 
scores of villages last year. Resident Saleh 

The country sustained a loss officially estimated at $3 billion with the result that its entire 
five-year development plan may have to be revised to allocate funds for reconstruction. 

On arrival here. President Ah said that the visit comes within the framework of ongoing 
mutual consultations. “This is an opportunity to consult with King Fahd about various issues of 
bilateral and Arab concern.” be said. 

These wffl include the need for greater Arab solidarity and putting an end to the Gulf war 
invo l ving Iraq and Iran and strengthening the Palestinian cause.

Bush trip marks policy shift 


ROME. fob. 6 (R) — U.S. Vice President 
George Bush relaxed Sunday at the end of 
toe first week of a seven-nation West Euro- 
pean tour which has already been marked by 
indications of significant shifts in U.S. arms 
control policy.

Soviet SS-20. SS-4 and SS-5 rockets. 

Officials said Sunday they saw Bush’s reit- 
eration here of his remark in Geneva that the 
zero option was not a “take-itior leave-it 
proposition” as an important shift 'm U.S. pol- 
icy. 

Moscow has repeatedly rejected toe zero 
option, and leading Italian and West German 
politicians have recently suggested there 
could be some intermediate stage toward this 
goal. 

The officials said Italian Foreign Minister 


Emilio Colombo, who held preliminary talks 
with the rice president Saturday night, inten- 
ded to explore fully what sort of compromise 
might be acceptable in the light of Bush’s 
indications during hi$ tour that the zero 
option could be adapted. 

Bush is due to hold talks with Colombo 
Monday, before meetings with Pope John 
Paul and Socialist President Sandro Pertini. 

Later Saturday he was due to meet Bank of 
Italy Governor Carlo Ciaropi. Treasury 
Minister Giovanni Goria and leading 
politicians for wide-ranging talks. 

The sources said Italy detected some dear 
movement in the U.S. position, underscored 
by Bush’s statement in Geneva that an inter- 
mediate stage short of the zero option could 
be acceptable “if a sound, sensible, proposal 
is brought in by the Soviets that fits that 
description.”

NEW DELHI. Feb. 6 (R) — Early results 
Sunday put Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's 
Congress (I) Patty ahead in Delhi elections 
which it badly needs to win to boost its sag- 
ging morale after recent electoral setbacks in 
southern India. 

The Congress (I) captured 2 1 of the 27 
seats declared for the 56-member metropoli- 
tan council with the right-wing Bharatiya 
Janata. Party (BJP) taking four. 

In voting for the 100-mcmbcr municipal 
corporation, it had won 2 1 of the 36 scats 
where counting was completed. The BJP. 
which was widely seen as a major threat to 
Mrs. Gandhi's party had secured 12. 

Delhi has been without either a metropoli- 
tan council or municipal corporation since 
1980 when Mrs. Gandhi's Central govern- 
ment decided to administer the capital. 

Local Congress (I) President H.KJL 
Bhagat said the trend of the results affirmed 
popular support for Mrs. Gandhi’s policies 
and would have a far-reaching impact on the 
rest of the country. 

The municipal elections, normally a local 
affair, turned into a test of Mrs. Gandhi’s 
standing in northern India after demoralizing 
defeats for her party last month in two south- 
ern states which were traditionally Congress 
Party strongholds. _ 

The 65-year-old Mrs. Gandhi, anxious to 
bolster her party's shrinking hold in toe 
In dian states, joined toe Delhi campaign her- 
self. 

The Delhi elections ace also significant 
because they are the first her party has faced 
since last May in the Hindi-speaking north- 


ern region which usually sets the trend for the 
general election. 

The national elections are not due until 
1985 but the Congress (I) has apparently 
been jolted by its failure to retain its hold in 
southern Andhra Pradesh and Karnataka. 

After the defeats Mrs. Gandhi made minor 
changes in her cabinet and overhauled the 
top ranks of her party, giving her son Rajiv 
his first formal, party post as general secret- 
ary. 

Party sources said Mrs. Gandhi was expec- 
ted to concentrate her efforts in the northern 
states in coming months.

RIYADH, Feb. 6 — Regulations govern- 
ing the clearance of jewelty from Singapore 
came into force in the Kingdom on Jan. 15.

Tawfik said the regulations became neces- 
sary after many complaints were submitted 
by Saudi traders and citizens to the Royal 
Embassy in Singapore about widespread 
fraud in the track; of precious metals and 
stones. 

"The Royal Embassy in Singapore. 
Ministry of Commerce and the Singapore 
chambers of commerce, suggested the meas- 
ures of control which were studied at the 
Ministry of Commerce in the Kingdom. 
These measures were then communicated to 
the Ministry of Finance and National 
Economy which instructed the Department 
of Customs for enforcement. The discussions 

Firefighting units 
shipped from U.K. 

JEDDAH. Feb. 6 — Five Simon Snorkel 
firefighting rescue units totally valued at over 
£ 1 .4 million are on their way to the Kingdom. 
The shipment is part of a muliimillion-pound 
order won by Konrad Rosenbauer in the 
Kingdom. 

Dispatched in convoy from the factory of 
Simon Engineering Dudley Ltd.. West Mid- 
lands. U.K..- they traveled to Dover to be 
transported by regular cross-channel Ro Ro 
feny to Zecbruggc from where they were 
driven to Simon distributor.

Spelling out the provisions of the order, he 
said that as of Jan. 15, jewelty and precious 
stones shipped to the Kingdom from Singa- 
pore are not being cleared unless accom- 
panied by a certificate or origin showing the 
carat quality of platinum, gold and silver, 
weight, value and hall marking. 

The weight of precious stones, fixed on the 
jewels, nr separate, also has to be shown 
together with the type, description and value. 
The certificate has to be attested by the King- 
dom's embassy in Singapore after examina- 
tion of the documents. 

The documents comprise: An order issued 
by the Saudi importer and letter of credit for 
the value which should be in conformity with 
the quality and type of goods, and an official 
certificate of analysis confirming the weights, 
types and carats and value and the official hall 
mark. 

Precious stones are to be accompanied 
with a label for each stone showing laborat- 
ory confirmation of its type, description and 
value. Precious metal jewelry will not be 
cleared unless it conforms to the caratage 
allowed in the Kingdom as in the order issued 
by the minister of commerce. 

Tawfik said that goods imported by Saudi 
traders will not be cleared unless accom- 
panied by certificates and conforming to the 
rules. The trader should be commercially 
registered as one dealing in precious metals 
and gem stones, he added. 

Regarding the goods carried by foreign 
traders of Singapore nationality, he said, they 
are not cleared unless they fulfil the require- 
ments. Further, they should have been 
imported according to the order of a Saudi 
trader having the commercial register for 
trading in precious metals and stones.

Feb. b — The quality control 
laboratory here plans to launch a thorough 
inspection campaign of gold markets in Mak- 
kah. Mad in ah and Taif. after the success it 
scored here as a result of which adulterated 
gold has completely disappeared. Okaz repor- 
ted. 

Laboratory Director Hussein Shazli 
Farhoud said that during the month of Rabie 
U1 Awual (Dec. 16-Jan. 14) the laboratory 
received and examined 3.750 samples from 
the branches of the Commerce Ministry here 
and in Makkah and from ihe Evironmental 
Health Department. It rejected 375. 

At the same time, the laboratory is daily 
examining samples of locally produced fro- 
zen chicken. The laboratory has also notified 
Jeddah Islamic Port officials that imported 
frozen chickens have to be checked.

POWs swap may take place in Austria Blast injures

Dutch bid to fdstei Arab tfe£ 


VIENNA. Feb. 6 (Agencies) — Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky. currently visiting the United Stated Saturday suggested an 
exchange of prisoners between Israel and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) may take place in Austria. 

In interviews with Austrian reporters covering his American visit 
Kreisky said his mission to mediate in the possible exchange began 
some three months ago. 

The PLO is demanding the release of roOO Palestinians and 
Lebanese held in southern Lebanon, plus 1 1 .000 prisoners in Israeli 
jails in exchange for eight captured Israeli soldiers. Khalil Wazir. 
deputy commander of the PLO, told the Associated Press in Damas- 
cus Friday. 

Wazir. also known as Abu Jihad, also listed as a condition for the 
release of the eight Israelis held by the PLO and Syria, the return of 
the library of the Palestine Research Center in Beirut which was 
stolen by some Israeli officers. 


Austrian television quoted Interior Minister Erwin Lane as saying 
Austria was prepared for such an exchange and had coped with 
bigger refugee problems in the past. 

When word of ongoing negotiations between the two sides in the 
Lebanon war leaked first in December. Kreisky said he bad been 
asked by families of Israeli prisoners to work fora possible exchange 
of prisoners. He said he agreed for "purely humanitarian reasons.** 
The Vienna daily Kurin 1 quoted Kreisky as telling Austrian repor- 
ters in Washington “we will certainly not make the exchange fail 
because Austria refuses to take those people for a short while.** 
According to Kreisky s Press Secretary Wolfgang Petripsch. No 
decisions had yet been made on a date or place or even the number of 
prisoners to be exchanged. He said Kreisky considered bis efforts at 
mediation an "extremely delicate" matter, and he would have made 
no comment had there not been reports from the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization that Kreisky was involved in the negotiations. 


Rabat, Dhaka Soviets urged to quit Kabul 


sign accord 


RABAT. Feb. 6 (AFP) — Morocco and 
Bangladesh signed a scientific and cultural 
cooperation agreement here Saturday. 

Under the accord, which came during a 
four-day visit by Bangladeshi leader Hussein 
Muhammad Ershad, the two countries will 
exchange information and delegations. 

While political sources here expected that 
Gen. Ershad 1 s political talks with Moroccan 
leaders would center on the coining 
nonaligned summit in New Delhi and on the 
Middle East, the question of boosting trade 
between the two was also on the agenda. 
Commerce, mainly involving Moroccan 
phosphates and Bangladeshi jute, currently 
amount to only about $6,500,000 annually. 


Zia plans to meet 
Indira in March 


ISLAMABAD. Feb. 6 (AP) — President 
Muhammad Zia ul-Haq said Saturday he will 
meet Indian Prime Minister Indira Gandhi in 
New Delhi next month and try to resolve 
peacefully issues that have "bedeviled" 
uneasy relations between the two Asian 
neighbors. 

Zia is expected to meet separately with 
Gandhi during the nonaligned summit that 
begins in New Delhi March I .

Four agitators shot dead in Assam 


NEW DELHI. Feb. 6 (R) — Police shot 
dead at least four persons and wounded sev- 
eral others in the northeastern state of Assam 
Saturday where tension was mounting in the _ 
run-up to elections later this month, the Press 
Trust of India-^PTI) news agency reported. 

The centra] “government decided to send 
police reinforcements to help check growing 
unrest in which more than 12 persons have 
now died since Wednesday. PTI said four 
persons were killed and several others 
seriously injured when police fired on a 
crowd of 1 .500 who attacked a police station 
in the town of Tang] a. in central Assam. An 
indefinite curfew was later imposed on the 
town. 

Bomb blasts and arson attacks were also 
reported during the past 24 hours from dif- 
ferent parts of the troubled state along the 


Brahmaputra Valley. Two of the bombs 
exploded Friday night in the Assam capital of 
Gauhati but no casualties were reported. 

A major fire broke out Saturday night in 
Gauhatf s public works offices and police said 
the chief engineer's building was gutted by 
suspected arson. An attempt was also made 
to set fire to a police radio station in the town, 
police added. 

Assamese political and student groups 
have called for a boycott of the polls this 
month, demanding the removal from elec- 
toral rolls of illegal immigrants, mostly Bang- 
ladeshis. and their eviction from the state. 
Violence has mounted since Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi announced elections early last 
month following the breakdown of talks on 
the immigrants issue between the govern- 
ment and Assamese militants. 


Officially, tbe state has about one million 
illegal im migrants but the protesters say the 
figure is closer to 3.5 million. The govern- 
ment has said it is determined to press ahead 
with tbe poll. It decided Saturday to send 
2.400 paramilitary police to join 2.000 
heavily-armed men already posted from 
Delhi to quell the violence. The government 
has ruled out the use of the army, except to 
guard vital installations and cany out repairs. 

Police imposed an indefinite curfew on the 
town of Mangaldai. 60 kms from Gauhati. 
after a flare-up on Wednesday night. PTI 
reported that in Saturday's violence, crowds 
started fires in the market in Tangla and 
attacked a police station m the nearby town 
of Kalaigaon. Police dispersed the demons- 
trators with tear gas and a baton charge. 


Singapore 
urged to 
encourage 
opposition 

SINGAPORE, Feb. 6 (AFP) — David 
Marshall, one of the pioneers of Singapore's 
independence, has warned of the danger of 
dictatorship taking over in this island state 
unless loyal opposition is encouraged. 

Marshall, Singapore's 75-year-old ambas- 
sador to France and tbe island's outspoken 
first chief minister in the mid-1950s, said 
there were “danger signs of politicization of 
the people.” In an interview given hi Paris to 
Singapore' s Sunday Times, Marshall said lack 
of interest in politics had reached an extent 
“where h may be possible that one day, in the 
distant future, Singapore will wake up to a set 
of bloated thieves at tbe top and no means of 
getting rid of them. Thieves or even traitors.” 

Marshall said the danger was not immedi- 
ate and that he was talking in the long term. 
But he warned: “If we don't have an opposi- 
tion, if we don' t have potential for alternative 
government, if we come to the point where 
we say “what's the use of democracy and 
what' s the use of the bloody vote, everybody 
knows that the people are with us,' then, boy, 
you have a group of dictators and that's all" 

After Workers Party Secretary General 
J.B. Jeyaretnam was elected as the sole 
opposition member of parliament in a by- 
election a little over a year ago, senior gov- 
ernment ministers warned of tte dangers of 
parliamentary opposition upsetting Singa- 
pore's stability. One member even said that 
the whole investment climate in tte state was 
threatened. 

The ruling People's Action Party (PAP) 
recently revamped its structures, eliminating 
the grass-roots members from decision- 
making on tne grounds that top party officials 
were fully aware of what lower party mem- 
bers wanted.

according to the annual report to Congress by 
Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger. 

The production schedule of the submarine 
to cany the missile, the New Ohio Cass, 
remains unchanged at one a year. The navy 
has not said how many submarines it plans to 
buy. The first of those submarines already is 
at sea armed with the earlier-model Trident 1 
missile, known as the C-4 model

Mount Helens 
eruption in 2 
weeks forecast 

VANCOUVER, Feb. 6 ( AP) — Mount Su 
Helens is likely to erupt again within two 
weeks, scientists at Washington University 
and the U.S. Geological Survey said Saturday 
night. 

The eruption could be explosive in nature, 
in view of recent explosive activity and gas 
emissions in the crater, the agencies said in a 
joint statement. “The rate of seismic energy 
release, gas emissions, deformation of the 
dome (building inside the crater) and the cra- 
ter floor, and the glow from the dome have 
increased over the past week,” according to 
the statement, an “extended outlook advis- 
ory." 

“If current trends continue, an eruption 
will begin within the next two weeks, likely 
within the next week,” the statement said. 
Chris Trisler, with the University of Washing- 
ton geophysics program, said there appeared 
to be no immediate plans to evacuate nine or 
10 workers from the Spirit Lake pumping 
project. “At present we do not anticipate an 
eruption that would jeopardize the Spirit 
Lake impoundment," the statement said. 

Yugoslav official 
says Albania 
had ten purges 

BELGRADE, Feb. 6 (AP) — A top 
Yugoslav official Saturday alleged there bad 
been more than 10 purges in Albania since 
World War n, but one currently under way 
had much wider proportions. 

Addressing a local Communist Party meet- 
ing at Djakovica in the southern Kosovo Pro- 
vince, FadSsiadza, a member of Yugoslavia's 
collective presidency, said the current purge 
in Albania was the most serious internal crisis 
and the most violent mutual, “squaring of 
accounts” ever. . 

He alleged the purge had enveloped, the 
entire state and party leadership, testifying to 
“grave differences” in the tiny Balkan 
nation's internal and foreign policy, accord- 
ing to a report carried by the Yugoslav Tan- 
jug news agency. Referring to a recent speech 
in Tirana by Albanian leader Enver Hoxha, 
the Yugoslav official said it was a contradic- 
tion and an irony for Hoxha to speak about 
“unbreakable unity of the Albanian people." 

He said Hoxha had allegedly liquidated his 
prime minister and closest aide. Mehmet 
Sbehu, arrested three leading ministers, 
removed more than half of all ministers and 
arrested or removed from power a series of 
high state and party officials. Official Alba- 
nian accounts said Shehu had committed sui- 
cide in December 1981. 

Ex-CIA agent 
found guilty 
in arms case 

HOUSTON. Feb. 6 (R) — A former Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency (CIA) agent was 
found guilty Saturday of conspiring to smug- 
gle 20 tons of plastic explosives to Libya in 
1977. 

Edwin Wilson has already been sentenced 
to 15 years in prison for smuggling five guns 
to the North African country in 1^79. He 
now faces a possible further jail sentence of 
17 years. Federal prosecutors asked for Wil- 
son to be declared “a special dangerous 
offender” and called for a prison sentence of 
at least 25 years. 

During the two-week trial, a former U.S. 
army demolitions expert who had been emp- 
loyed by Wilson testified that Wilson 
threatened to kill him and a federal pro- 
secutor if he talked to the prosecutor.

SAN SALVADOR, Feb. 6 (AP) — Guer- 
rillas pulled out of the town of La Reina in 
Chalatenango province, stripping 33 cap- 
tured troops of their weapons and uniforms 
before releasing them, townspeople said 
Saturday, 

They said the force of about 500 .leftist 
rebels left the town 84 kms north of San 
Salvador Friday. Townspeople said the 
troops including 22 tneasury police agents — 
surrendered after a three-hour fire fight 
Thursday. The Defense Ministry had prom- 
ised to launch a drive to retake the town, but 
the rebels apparently left before h started and 


no troops arrived there. 

The armed forces sent in 50. treasury, police . 
to reinforce the Chalatenango towns of . 
Nueva Concepcion, about 24 kms southwest 
of La Reina, and about 50 national guard- 
smen to Tcjutla, five kms southeast. Rebels 
roam virtually at wflover much of Northern 
Chalatenango near the Honduras border, 
controlling an area that includes about 23 
towns. - 

Armed guerrillas 'took over Radio 
Chalatenango, a private ‘station located a 
mile outside of' tbe. - provincial capital 
Chalatenango city* late Friday and ordered

PERTH. Australia. Feb. 6 (AP) — 
Australia bucked the odds to qualify for the 
rich Benson and Hedges Cup finals series 
when they applied relentless pressure to beat 
New Zealand by 27 runs at the WACA 
Ground Sunday. 

When Geoff Lawson bowled tailender 
Ewen Chatfield for no score Australia had 
won with 3 ! balls to spare. This result in the 
final qualifying match means that England 
have been pushed out of the finals series, 
which will now be a best -of- three contest 
between New Zealand and Australia. 

Remarkably none of the 22 batsmen Sun- 
day were able to exceed a score of 33 on a 
pitch which gave the seam bowlers plenty of 
help, particularly early in the day. Australia's 
hero was their evergreen wicketkeeper Rod 
Marsh, who deserved the accolade of man- 
of-the-match. 

Marsh top-scored for Australia with a defiant 
31 off 50 balls in 7 1 minutes and then gave a 
splendid exhibition behind the stumps, taking 
four catches. Australia, who were sent in to 
bat. bad to struggle grimly to reach 191 for 
the loss of nine wickets off their 50 overs. 

Then the Australian bowlers and fieldsmen 
performed with great fighting spirit and the 
side — led in fine style by Kim Hughes — 
dismissed New Zealand for 164 off 44.5 
overs. New Zealand went down fighting, and 
after being on the doorstep of defeat at 1 25 
for eight a gallant ninth-wicket partnership 
between John Morrison and Martin Snedden 
produced 37 runs before a freak catch won 
the game back into Australia's favor. 

The left-handed Snedden was dangerous, 
collecting 25 runs off 30 balls before he tried 
to hit a ball from Lawson out of the ground.

Hammond had a solid 67 at Spyg- 
lass Hill, generally regarded as the toughest 
of the three courses used for the first three 
rounds of this event, while Green, feeling the 
pressure of the first lead of his career, shot a 
71 at Cypress Point. Caldwell had a 66.

Lewis’ fine burst shatters world mark 


DALLAS. Texas. Feb. 6 (Agencies) — 
Carl Lewis, running in the event for the first 
time this year, overcame a false start Satur- 
day night then blazed to a world record 6.02 
seconds in the 60-yard dash at the Dallas 
Times Hendd Invitational Meet. 

Lewis, the world indoor long jump record 
holder, eclipsed the 60-yard standard of 6.04 
which was set by Stanley Floyd in this meet in 
1981 . Running for the Santa Monica Track 
Cub although he is enrolled in the University 
of Houston. Lewis outlasted Georgia all- 
American tailback Herschel Walker, who 
finished second in 6. 1 2. Bayloris Bruce Davis 
was third in 6.12. while Floyd was fourth in 
6. 1 5. Lewis' previous best was 6.06 seconds. 

BQly Olson, fresh off a world indoor record 
effort of 19-14 inches at Toronto Friday 
night, failed in three attempts at one-half an 
inch higher.

Olson came close to extending his world 
indoor record on bis second attempt.

Lendl has the second longest match win- 
niug stxeakrin the modem era of 44 straight 
matches. He readied his first US. Open final 
last year, and several weeks ago beat McEn- 
roe in the Masters at New Yoit He captured 
13 singles titles last year, including four on 


the Grand Prix circuit. 

McEnroe, defenefing champion in the 
week-long competition for a 554,000 fust 
prize, broke Mayotte’s service three times in 
taking the first set. 

He broke through in game one. forcing the 
* /ear-old . Mayotte to net a backhand 
ended a 1 2-point game. In game five. 
McEnroe took Mayotte's service after the 
game readied deuce for the third time. He 
won with a backhand, cross-court return of 
service and then a blistering passing shot that 
gave him a 3-2 lead.

surprise 

WORCESTER, Massachusetts/ Feb. 6 
(Agencies) — Tony Sibson shocked Ameri- 
can boxing fens by declaring he had aban- 
doned sparring for two weeks before his 
world middleweight title challenge against 
Marvin Hagler here next Friday. 

While the American unified titleholder 
presses on with an intensive video- recorded 
sparring program at his hideaway, Sibson 
spends his time playing squash, swimming, 
chopping wood — anything other than box- 
ing. 

Sibson’ s failure to bring any sparring part- 
ners with him was a big enough surprise to tbe 
American public. When they saw the 
E ng li sh men's amateur trainer Ken Squires 
and elderly manager Sam Bums, many peo- 
ple started to wounder bow Sibson earned the 
right to fight “ Marvellous Marvin.” But Sib- 
son and his handlers are not as simple- 
minded as they might appear. 

He sparred 100 or more rounds before 
arriving here last Monday and has been carry- 
ing out other training work so energetically 
that Bums began to fear his man would peak 
too soon. Unlike before previous fights, when 
he has often failed to shed surplus weight, 
Sibson is, in his own words “really tight” . He 
is probably the finest be has ever been. 

Sibson insists that if he sparred too much 
be would lose his little enthusiasm for boxing, 
which be sees purely as a means of making a 
living. The 24-year-old Sibson claims to take 
so little interest in tbe sport that he would be 
hard pressed to name the champions in other 
divisions or even the principal challengers in 
his own. 

"I don’t study tbe game. I don’t read about 
it — no magazines,'’ he said. I don’t think 
abont Hagler. You see, J am an outsider, in 
boxing.” 

If Sibson can retain just enough 
enthusiasm for boxing until Friday, his accu- 
rate and powerful combination punches 
might just get the better of the mighty Hagler. 

Meanwhile, World Boxing Association 
(WBA) lightweight champion Ray “Boom 
Boom" Mandni was nearly four pounds 
above tbe category limit at Sunday’s weigh-in 
for his non- title bout against Britain" s George 
Feeney in this Italian resort, of Saint Vincent. 

However, there was no official complaint 
from supervisors or Feeney’s manager at the 
operations in tbe luxury Vfllia Hotel as the 
original agreement did not provide a light- 
weight limit of 134 pounds required for title 
fights.

Olympics.

Thfeyear they altered the prog- 
ram slightly, adding a tap section in the mid- 
dle and several new songs to spice ft up for 
world competition once more. Last year, they 
received only a lukewarm reaction to the 
program at the World Championships. 
“We’re going to do it again this year, 
hopefully, and they’ll have seen ft before and 
understand ft this time." Seibert said. 

Meanwhile. Soviet skaters won five out of 
12 medals at tbe European Figure Skating 
Championships which ended in Dortfjpjxid 
Saturday. 

However, East Germany won more gold 
medals with Katarina Witt’s victory in the 
women's competition and the triumph of 
Sabine Baess and Tassflo Thierbach in the 
pairs. Birgit Lorenz and Knut Schubert also 
took the bronze medal in the pairs.

Nonaligned muting its anti-Western slant

LONDON - 

The nonaligned movement, which holds its 
seventh summit in New Delhi next month, appears 
to be muting its anti-Western slant. Western dip- 
lomats say. !Tbe result : could be greater interna- 
tional respect for its role as the voice of the uncom- 
mitted middle ground between the rival power 
blocs led by the United States and the Soviet Union. 

Since the nonaligned movement was formed 22 
years ago. its statements on political and economic* 
issues, often couched in terms of broad principles, 
have acquired moral influence, especially on resolu- 
tions at the United Nations. But it has failed to 
affect U.S. and Soviet actions and to heal conflicts 
between its own members, such as the Iran- Iraq 
war. 

The 97-member movement was seen in the West, 
and by its own moderates, as leaning toward Mos- 
cow, especially under Cuba's chairmanship since 
the last summit in 1979. Recent signs, however, are 
of a trend to greater even-handedness which the 
Delhi meeting is expected to confirm. 

“Nonaligned nations are wondering whether it 
does much good to keep on criticizing the Ameri- 
cans," says a West European diplomat. “They may 
be reconsidering their tartics and may feel that to 
gratuitously ioffend is less and less tactically useful,'* 


be said. 

Since its foundation in 1961 with 25 ‘members, 
the nonaligned movement’s roll -call has increased. 
Some countries — notably India, Yugoslavia and 
Algeria — have made it their special platform in 
international affairs. 

Because of its size and diversity critics dismiss the 
movement as a talking sbqp whose role is belittled 
in other international forums. But supporters credit 
it with an influence which is enhanced to the degree 
it stays unaligned. 

“The nonaligned movement has extended the 
uncommitted area of the world." one said. A shift in. 
the balance was noticed at a nonaligned ministerial 
meeting last month in Managua, Nicaragua, which 
criticized the United States for some of Latin 
America' s problems but stopped short of outright 
condemnation as demanded by Cuba and other 
hardliners. 

Earlier Cuban efforts to have the Soviet Union 
declared the “natural ally" of the nonaligned 
movement were foiled by moderate members, 
whom Cuba dubbed “imperialist stooges." During 
Cuba's chairmanship, disenchantment grew inside 
and outside the movement. China and the United 
States, as well as some members, publicly accused it 
of becoming Moscow-aligned. 

Isolationist Burma resigned, saying the group's 


principles were “not merely dim. they are dying.'' 
But diplomats say two events in 1979 turned the 
tide — Vietnam's installation of the Heng Samrin 
government in Kampuchea and the Soviet militaiy 
intervention in Afghanis tan. 

The nonaligned foreign ministers' meeting Tn 
1981 called for withdrawal of foreign troops from 
Kampuchea and Afghanistan. Although it did hot 
name Vietnam and the Soviet Union, the message 
was clear and the statement did a lot to strengthen 
the movement's flagging reputation for neutrality. 

Similar calls are expected at New Delhi, where 
India is staging the summit from March 7 to 1 1

Pacific islands joining forces against Japan

GUAM — 

The small island states of the Western Pacific arc 
joining forces to oppose a plan by Japan to dump its 
mounting nuclear waste in the Pari6c. 

“We islanders cannot accept the risk of a poten-

Carl Gutierrez of 
Guam told a recent regional conference. But Japan 
prevented the Asian-Pacific Parliamentary Union 
Conference from approving a resolution opposing 
the concept of disposing of nuclear waste in the 
Pacific. 


Vice President Jeeves

WASHINGTON — 

Three years ago George Herbert Walker Bush 
stomped the United States telling audiences: " I 
have a conviction. I know I'd be a better president 
than Reagan.” Today, as he goes about the job of 
vice president certainly the most frustrating high 
office in the Western world, he could teach even 
Jeeves something about self-effacement. 

For. in essence, the job is one of waiting, much 
as an heir to the throne, but. unlike, a royal heir, 
the vice president of the United States has no 
certainty of succession. And for an ambitious pat- 
rician like Bush, sincerely convinced that he was 
put on this earth to play a captain's role, the 
rewards of being a good team player are limited. 

Tall, handsome, lean. fit. slightly “preppy” 
given to words like “fantastic" and "iillions” — 
Bush is what he looks, the son of a wealthy establ- 
ishment. East Coast. Republican family. Bush's 
father. Prescott, a stockbroker and Republican 
senator, was a stem but fair man who brought up 
his five children according to Victorian precepts, 
with moral lessons at breakfast. Bush acknow- 
ledges his father as the principal influence in his 
life. (His mother s family was equally top drawer, 
and his maternal grandfather founded the Walker 
Cup golf competition.) 

Bush went to the right East Coast schools, 
leaving in 1 942 to become the youngest pilot in the 
U.S. Navy. Shot down by the Japanese, his two 
crew members perished but he was puDed out of 
the sea and decorated. He was still in his teens. 
When only 20. he married Barbara Pierce, daugh- 
ter of a wealthy magazine publisher, before going 
to Yale, where he graduated in economics. 

He was offered well-paid Wall Street jobs, but 
took off instead for the Texas ofl fields, where he 
began by working a 1 2-hour day. seven days a 
week, sweeping up and painting oil drums. He 
founded a company, pioneered offshore drilling 
and was a millionaire by the time he sold out in 
1966. It is this solid achievement that causes him 
to resent the effete Easterner label his opponents 
try to pin on him: he took risks and won. rubbing 
shoulders with adventurous Americans of all 
types who were attracted like him to the rough and 
tough opportunities of tbe oil business. 

But Bush never lost sight of his goal, which was 
public service. In 1964 he ran unsuccessfully for 


the Senate. Two years later he was elected to the 
House of Representatives from a Houston dis- 
trict. In 1«70 he gave up his scat for another 
unsuccessful Senate shot, and by then was a suffi- 
cient star for Nixon to make him ambassador to 
the UJ9„ and later — at the height of Watergate 

— chairman of the Republican Party. 

In 1 964 he ran on the Goldwatcr ticket, aligning 
himself with conservative causes, including oppos- 
ition to impending civil rights legislation, and. as 
chairman of the Republican Party, he stuck by 
Nixon until near the end. Both episodes raise 
questions about his judgment and beliefs. 

He was poorly marked by liberal Congress 
watchers when he was a House member, though 
his image today on the far right is of a devious 
moderate, bent on subverting Rcaganism. 
Although be does not share Reagan’s gut ideol- 
ogy. he has always been essentially conservative. ; 

His impact today is hard to measure, since he i 
advises Reagan privately, chiefly at their weekly 
lunch. He has on occasion pulled Reagan back 
from embarrassing domestic blunders — for 
example, when the president sought tax exemp- 
tions for racially segregated colleges — and serves 
as the White House link with groups, such as 
blacks and organized labor, with whom Reagan 
himself has littje affinity. 

When Reagan was shot. Bush — unlike then 
Secretaiy of State Alexander Haig, who appeared 
near panic — behaved with dignity and restraint, 
neither leaving a power vacuum not muscling in to 
ambitiously. 

Bush himself has committed some dreadful gaf- 
fes. as when he toasted President Marcos of the 
Philippines by speaking of the “love" Americans 
have for “your adherence to democratic principles 
and democratic processes,” and by denying that 
he had ever branded Reaganomics as “voodoo 
economics", when the speech was on film. 

For the next two years he remains a heartbeat 

— or bullet shot — away from the presidency, but 
w hether he will ever make it under his own steam 
is a question hedged with imponderables. 

Bush said in 1 980: ‘Td know just how to handle 
the presidency the day I took the oath of office ... 
and Td do it with class.” No one should be fooled 
by the Jeeves demeanor — George Bush still 
wants the ultimate captaincy, but it is hard to see 
what he seeks to achieve in public office. (LOS 


The Japanese delegation was able to stop the 
resolution as the group works on the principle of 
unanimity, which in effect, means that each mem- 
ber has a veto. Sen. Gutierrez, speaker of the Guam 
legislature, told the 2 1 -nation conference that 
countries wishing to dispose nudear fuel and other 
waste should do so without affecting “the innocent, 
non-involved people of the Pacific islands.” 

Japan wants to drop waste with low levels of 
radioactivity on the Pacific seabed some 550 miles 
southeast of Tokyo. 

. Guam is an unincorportcd territory of the United 
States while the four Western Pacific island groups 
— the Marshalls, tbe federated state of Micronesia, 
the Palaus and the Northern Marianas — make up 
the U.S.-administered United Nations Strategic 
Trust Territory of the Padfic. 

All four island groups, and especially the Mar- 
shalls* where 66 nuclear tests were carried out at 
Bikini and Einewetok atolls between 1946 and 
1958. are opposed to dumping by any country. 
Japan has refrained from carrying out its dumping 
plans because of tbe reaction in the Padfic island 
and fears among Japanese fishermen, but the stor- 
age problem is becoming acute. 

The country’s 24 nuclear power stations have 
produced nearly 500.000 drums, each holding 200 
liters of waste, which have to be stored in various 
sites in Japan. Japan is expanding its atomic energy 
program to reduce dependence on imported»o2 and 
expects to have 1 .8 million barrels of waste to dis- 
pose of by'the year 2000. The plan is to dump up to 
1 0.000 drums into the Pacific north of the Marianas 
and monitor tbe results for three years. 

Full-scale dumping would begin if the tests were 
found to be safe, say the Japanese, who point out 
that other countries, including the United States, 
have dumped nuclear waste into both the Pacific 
and the Atlantic. The islanders are, however, not 
impressed and plan to do everything possible to 
stop the Japanese. 

Michael Berman. legal counsel to the Congress of 
the Federated States of Micronesia, toid Reuters 
that the island group was totally opposed to dum- 
ping. “The federated states are unilaterally 
opposed to any nudear dumping, safeguards or no 
safeguards." he said in an interview in Kolonia on 
Ponapc Island, the group's capital. 

The strong feelings in the region about environ- 
mental pollution and possible health hazards are ' 
strengthened by the fact that the Padific was used 
for nuclear testing by the United States. Britain and 
France. Pacific islanders feci they have been vic- 
timized by the nuclear powers because of their 
remoteness, their small populations and the fact 
they are dependent people^ 

Guam officials here saicTthc United States and 
Japan were considering the feasibility of tem- 
porarily storing spent nuclear fuel on a Padfic 
island. They will eventually report to the signatories 
of a 1971 London Convention of the Dumping of 
Nudear Wastes. (R)

Asia gives a big boost to tourism

SINGAPORE (R) — Southeast Asia, 
known for its beautiful women, palm-hinged 
beach es and spices, is rapidly b eco m i ng a 
tourist center to rival European holiday 
spots. 

While the tourist industry, hit by world 
recession, has stagnated in many parts of the 
world nearly all the countries in Southeast 
Asia and the British colony of JHong Kong 
have reported substantial growth in recent 
years. 

Singapore, Malaysia, the Philippines, Thai- 
land and Indonesia, an members of the 
Association of Southeast Asian Nations 
(ASEAN), are expected to spend more than 
$22 million on promoting tourism this year. 

An ASEAN tourism coherence, to be held . 
in Manila next month, is" expected to give 
another boost for the industry which has 
already triggered a hotel boom in the region. 

Visitors to the ASEAN region and Hong 
Kong spent an estimated $4.5 billion last 
year, making tourism a major source of 
revenue and foreign exchange for many gov- 
ernments. The figure is expected to show a 
modest rise this year, according to tourism 
officials questioned in a Reuters survey. 

Wb3e the West bemoans the lack of 
growth in tourist traffic, the officials said that 
arrivals in the Asian region, particularly from 
Australia and the United States, had been 
increasing at the rate of between five and 20 
percent; 

The direc tor of the Singapore Tourist 
Board (STPB), Yuen Kun Omen, said that 
the trend was expected to continue despite 
the current international problems. "The 
growth of tourism in Southeast Asia is out- 
stripping Europe. Many European centers 
have had no growth at all and some had suf- 
fered sharp/declines ra the tourist trade," he 
said. . 


ASEAN and Hong Kong received a total 
of 1 1 million viators last year, with the island 
of Singapore attracting more than a quarter 
of the traffic. 

Singapore is sprouting new hotels at a fast 
pace and is pushing ahead with plans to 
expand its tourist infrastructure, including 
the development of “theme parks” like Dis- 
neyland. Tire 14,000 hotel rooms on the 
bland, the hub of tire area's air and sea traffic, 
are fuBy used and new hotels and extensions 
to existingoneswill add over 14,500 rooms in 
tire next few years. 

STPB has forecast that tourist arrivals will 
reach four mfilion by 1985, bin Yuen said this 
would depend largely on how soon (he world 
recovered from its present economic slump. 

Hong Kong, more of a shoppers’ paradise, 
received 2.75 million visitors who spent an 
estimated $1.5 billion last year, an increase of 
10 percent over 1981. The tourist industry 
has become the colony’s third Largest source 
of income and the chairman of Hong Kongf s 
Tourist Association, Duncan Bluck, has 
urged the government to formulate long- 
term policies to ensure the healthy growth of 
tourism; 

Tourism is Thailand's second foreign 
exchange earner. About 12. million people 
visited the country in 1982, spending $506 
million, only $23 million less than the coun- 
try’s earnings from its top export item, rice. 

Hotel rooms in Thailand increased from 
12,000 in 1980 to 1 6,000 at the end of 1 982, 
but the tourist authority has warned builders 
of the danger of oversupply of rooms. 
Despite the warning, however, five new 
hotels with 1,500 rooms are due to open in 
Bangkok this year. 

The French resort chain, Gub Mediter- 
ranee, has announced plans to set up holiday 
villages on Thailand's Indian Ocean island of 
Phuket and the northern hill resort town of 
Chong Mai to entice 30,000 wealthy tourists

New York’s Chinatown expands as Little Italy shrinks

NEW YORK (AP) — On a warm fall day 
in little Italy recently, a young couple hud- 
dled together in a coffee shop and giggled 
softly. He was Italian. She was Chinese. 

Theirs is not a forbidden alliance, but it is 
not the norm either. They probably grew up 
together around Canal Sheet, which divided 
Chinatown and Little Italy 1 00 years ago. 

Today Chinatown has sprawled across 
Canal Street. Although the two communities 
have existed side by tide, they have been two 
separate apd distinct cultures: And a wariness 
has grown ni the last fe w years, as Chinatown 
has expam^ and Little Italy has shrunk.. Ip -, 
fact. Little, irafy t^dwnKfledtothree blocks _ 
of Italian restaurants and pastry shops along 
Mulberry Street. Two-thirds of what once 
was little Italy is Chinese now.- 

“Animosity? There’s no animosity as long 
as the Chinese aren't taking away the busin- 
ess of the Italian guy next door. Then there’s 
animosity." said Tony BastionL unofficial 
mayor of Little Italy. 

Whereas most Italians have dispersed 
throughout this city of 7 million and blended 
into Manhattan's multiracial panorama, the 
majority of Chinese. — whose numbers are 
growing — choose to live in the confines of 
Chinatown's dose-knit community. 

"Chinese people don't think like other 
e thnic groups and they don't assimilate as 
easily ” said Thomas Wong, a social worker 
and former board member of the Chinese 
Consolidated Benevolent Association 
(CCBA). a group of business and community 
leaders known as the real government of 
Chinatown. 

Since the repeal of some U.S. immigration 
laws in 1 965 and subsequent amendments in 
1 978-79. as well as the normalization of rela- 
tions with China, the number of Chinese 
arriving in America has outnumbered 
Italians by far. 

There now about 100.000 Chinese in the 
Cbanatown-Uttle Italy area, compared to 
10.000 Italians. Pamela Chavez of the visa 
office of the U.S. Department of State says 
the U.S. issued only 2.901 visas for Italian 
immig rants in 1 982. The Chinese figure for ' 
last year was 38.377. she said. 

“It is all a matter of social progress. There 
are more Chinese and they peed housing. The 
Italians have to be displaced. It’s the same 
thing that happened to the Irish when the 
I talian s came here.” said BastionL 

“ We used to have 25-blocks — some 50 
hectares — Now it’s mostly all Chinese.'’ 
sighed BastionL “But what can you doT’ 

Wong speculates that Italians assimilate 
more easily into other neighborhoods 
because most of them speak English. 
"Seventy percent of the .Chinese in 
Chinatown rely on Chinese papers for their 
information." Wong said. 

“The Chinese are buying anything that is 
standing, and they pay more than the prop- 
erty is worth." said 60-year-old Domemq 
Coppola, a life-long resident of Little Italy. 
"They have more money: coming from Hong 
Kong. Taiwan — you.' name it.” 

“They (the Chinese) get their money 
together in sums and buy.” said Frances Scla- 
fani , director and treasurer of the little Italy 
Restoration Society (LIRA). 

In the mid- 19th. century. Italian immig- 
rants. followed by an influx of Chinese, 
arrived at New York harbor and settle d in 
southeast Manhattan, displacing the first 
wave of Irish immigrants. 

In time. Canal Street became the dividing 
line of the two cultures. On the one tide, 
Italian immig rants set up Little Italy, moving 
into newly built tenements. On the other, in 
older buildings and some new tenements, the 
Chinese created their own neighborhood. 

The two neighborhoods remained roughly 
equal in size for years, but with more Chinese 
arriving, .they heeded more room. Slowly 
they moved into the Italian neighborhood 
and also took over parts of the neighborhood 
that had been mainly Puerto Rican. But the 
I talians still exercise some political clout in 


matters affecting the neighborhood. 

"The Italians are ethnically more vocal. 
That's what they still have goingfor them, but 
h's eroding — They are not coming in as they 
once were.” said Joseph Sheldorfer. who as 
police officer has worked in the- neighbor- 
hood for 27 years. 

Sdafani said Lira, in an effort to maintain 
the quaint look of the area, wasreponsible for 
pushing a zoning law that stops the Chinese 
from building more than seven stories high. 
■The move was a reaction to Confucius Plaza, 
in the heart of Chinatown, an elongated red- 
stone structure 27 stoics high. — the highest 
apartment building in the area. $cla£aini cal- 
led thf plaza a "monstrt>tity."' 

Wong, a 47-ycar-old :ScIf-p«KlaiIrred•• 
“ol<i-timcT'’ at Chinatown who immigrated 
from Hong Kong 22 years ago to study 
economics and law. says the Chinese "get 
along better with the Italians than with any 
other ethnic group.” 

Although recent violence among gangs of 
Chinese youth have stirred concern outside 
rite area, people interviewed in Chinatown 
and Little Italy said the territorial wars do not 
particularly frighten them. 

"I don’t think it has any effect whatsoever 
... They are purely doing no more or no less 
than any other ethnic group coming into this 
country.” Bastion! said. 

There are 10 Chinese dailies in Manhattan 
and three other dailies are imported into the 
city from Hong Kong. In addition, two radio 
stations broadcast fulltime in Manhattan, 
mostly in Cantonese. 

The main reason for the dwindling of Little 
Italy was the lack of adeguate housing. The 
tenements buflr there lOg years ago are now 
dilapidated and need major repairs. The poor 
and overcrowded conditions have forced 
younger couples to move out. leaving little 
Italy with a population in which the average 
age is between 60 and 70 years old. 

“Younger people leave. There's no good 
housing — no economic progress and that’s 
what a community is all about” said BastionL 
a second-generation Italian from SicOy who 
founded with community leaders the LIRA 
in 1974 in an effort to preserve the character 
of the neighborhood. 

Italian landlords, faced with low rent- 
controlled apartments and high utility and 
mainte nance bills, can't meet the high costs, 
so they sell out. Some abandon their places. 
The Chinese buy and move in. Wong said 
well-off Chinese in Hong Kong and Taiwan 
invest in Chinatown, sending money to rela- 
tives and buying property for business.

HARARE, Zimbabwe, (LAT) — The 
other day, CJC. McClatchy, publisher of the 
Sacramento Bee, California and a visitor here, 
went for his early morning jog and waved to a 
group of Mack workers on their way to their 
jobs. Somewhat amused, they waved back. 

It would not happen in South Africa. 

Whites jog in South Africa too, but they do 
not wave to blacks. And South African blacks 
are uneasy about any attention from whites 
because h usually means they will be chal- 
lenged to produce their "book of life” — the 
required credentials to be in an area reserved 
for whites under the country’s stria Laws on 
racial segregation. 

White race relations are not always har- 
monious in Zimbabwe, the hatred engen- 
dered by the bitter seven-year civil war that 
led to black rule here nearly three years ago 
has largely disappeared. Even when racial 
flare-ups occur, as happened recently when a 
white farmer was ambushed and killed by a 
band of black bandits, the case did not pro- 
voke a national outcry among the white 
citizenry, though it caused alarm in the area 
where it occurred. 

Ian Smith, the country’s last white prime 
minister, had some harsh things to say about 
his black successor, Robert Mugabe, during a 
trip abroad in November. Mugabe retaliated 
by having police search Smith's homes for 
evidence of “ disloyalty." Bur this high-level 
jousting between wartime enemies aroused 
only momentary passion in the black and 
white communities. 

Harare — it was called Salisbury when this 
was the capital of the breakaway British col- 
ony of Rhodesia — is a place of relatively 
easygoing relationships between the races. 
Some blacks here say there is more distrust of 
coloreds (persons of mixed race) in the black 
communities than of whites. " We understand 
why the whites fought us in the war, but why 
did a lot of coloreds join the whites instead of 
joining iis in the bush?” a former guerrilla 
said. 

The aplomb with which blacks display their 
equality with whites.is seen in many ways, 
accentuated for the visitor who has just come 
from the South African metropolis of Johan- 
nesburg. 

To a visitor from South Africa, who has 
watched blacks hesitantly test the relaxation 
or abolition of discriminatory bans in some 
hotels and restaurants, Harare presents a 
refreshing change. Years of "whites only” 
segregation in the urban areas of Zimbabwe 
have been swept away, though racism 
remains in some parts of the nation, particu- 
larly in the countryside. 

Harare taxi drivers, like those of New. York 
City, can be sharp with a fare. “ You’re going 
wrong," a white man told a black cabbie. 
“Don't you know where you’re going?" the 
black cabbie replie± “I know how to get to 
where you said you want to go,” and he did. 

Such incidents are part of the shoulder- 
rubbing adjustment to a new way of life here, 
with blacks holding their own in day-to-day 
encounters with the whites who used to be 
“bass” (boss). 

Often it has been the white man, accus- 
tomed to his colonial comfort, who has been 
unable to adjust. About 30,000 whites have 
emigrated in the 32 months since Zimbabwe 
became an independent state. Last 
November, however, the last month for 
which complete figures are available, more 
whites moved to Zimbabwe than left. 

The white population now is estimated at 
170,000, a small minority among the 6 mil- 
lion blacks. “ Life is not all that bad here, we 
discovered after living in England,” a white 
who has returned said. And the return of 
whites might -be greater if Zimbabwean 
authorities were not screening out those 
without essential skills in an effort to increase 
black employment. 

In government, blacks have replaced 
whites in almost all top-rung jobs, although 
Mugabe has a white minister and two deputy 
ministers in his cabinet. Almost all senior 
white mflitaxy and police officers have res- 
igned or retired, and few whites are left in the 
judicial system. Surprisingly, there are still 
whites in the sensitive police security branch, 
but they are investigating white wrongdoings 
with the vigor they once showed in cracking 
down on the black nationalist underground. 

Whites still dominate commerce and indus- 
try. “ We have a long way to go,” said Lawr- 
ence Vambe, 65, who has become an owner 
or director of 16 companies, one of the few 
blacks who have entered the corporate board 
room. 

"Alt h ough legal restrictions against us 
have been lifted,” Vambe said, “we are at a 
disadvantage when it comes to acquiring 
wealth, getting acceptable forms of security 
and gaining commercial acumen and sophis- 
tication.” 

In one respect, Zimbabweans interested in 
moving ahead have an advantage over their 
counterparts in other African countries. At 
the time of independence, there were 22,000 
black college graduates, many educated 
abroad. Others, like Mugabe, obtained 
advanced degrees by correspondence while 
in jail under the Smith regime. By compari- 
son, Zaire, the former Belgian Congo, had 10 
college graduates at independence 22 years 
ago. 

Stin, racism cannot be legislated away, and 
the advances made by blacks are often mar- 
red by residual prejudice. Members of the 
white crew of the helicopter that flies Zim- 
babwe President Canaan Banana to his 
appointments have been heard to make deri- 
sive comments about “ black mumbo jumbo" 
when the president is greeted in rural areas by 
witch doctors and tribal dancers. 

And whites are disturbed that history 
books are being rewritten to emphasize that 
blacks shaped history in Africa, de- 
emphasizing the colonial era. Desegregation 
of schools disappeared soon after indepen- 
dence, but acceptance of integrated schools 
has been slow among the whites.

The rate for Canada dropped from 10 per- 
cent in October to 9.8 percent in November. 
For Belgium, the rate dropped from 9.8 per- 
cent in October to 8.9 percent in November. 
For West Germany, the rate was 4.9 percent 
in October and 4.7 percent in November. 

Italy had a decrease from 1 7 percent in 
October to 16.6 percent in November. For 
the Netherlands, the decline was from 4.9 
percent in October to 4.6 percent in Novem- 
ber. 

Switzerland had a decline from 6.1 percent 
in October to 5.8 percent in November. The 
United Kingdom had a decline from 6.9 per- 
cent' in October to 613 percent in November.

Mexico rules

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 6 (AP) -The direc- 
tor of the state Pcmex oil monopoly says 
Mexico will not increase production or take 
other steps that would further distort the 
international energy market, the official El 
Nadotud newspaper has reported. 

“ Mexico is not an island. What takes place 
in the world markets where it operates affects 
it and it has to adjust its conduct accord- 
ingly," Pemex Director-General Mario 
Ramon Beteta told reporters. 

"Our platform for production as well as for 
exports will be maintained at the levels that 
have been fixed, until there are other ele- 
ments of judgment. For now, we have not 
taken any decision regarding an increase in 
our production of crude oil for export," 
Beteta said. 

He also reiterated that Mexico, a major 
exporter, is not interested In joining the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries .El National said Beteta spoke (o repor- 
ters Friday. 

Industry sources say Mexico is under pres- 
sure to reduce its prices because of the drops 
in oil prices on the international market. 


Weekly commodities 

Marts keeping fingers crossed over oil prices 


LONDON. Feb. 6 (AFP) — Commodity 
markets remained on tenterhooks this week 
because of the continued uncertainty over 
crude-oil prices and the implications of any 
price cuts on the banking world. 

Also influencing sentiment was the con- 
tinuing weakness of sterling, which has 
dropped to a record low against the United 
States dollar. And the huge U.S. budget 
deficit conjured up fears of higher U3. 
interest rates. 

A lot of ''funk” money went into gold, 
where prices fluctuated to 2 1 -month highs 
and. in turn, boosted other metals. 

Silver was a c its highest for nearly two and 
a half years, copper approached a three- 
year high, aluminium was at its best in 
nearly two and three quarter years, and tin 
hit a 12-month peak. 

Wool-tops in Bradford were quoted at 
new record levels, while rubber reached a 
two and a half year high. Elsewhere, cocoa 
was at a 1 6-month high, and coffee reached 
its highest since February last year. 

In contrast, gas-oil futures slumped to 
their lowest since trading started here in 
April 1981. 

Gold: Firmer. Prices moved above S500 
an ounce, then advanced to their highest 


since April 1981 before being trimmed by 
profit, taking. 

Prices were marked down sharply in uni- 
son with New York and the Far East before 
fresh buying developed. Dealers pointed 
out that the downward trend in oil prices 
was highlighting fears about the debt prob- 
lems of Third World o3 producers. 

Copper: Firmer. Prices recorded 34- 
month peaks despite the 17th successive 
weekly rise in market stocks ( up 7.900 tons 
to 279300 tons, the biggest since March 
1979). Speculative involvement was such 
that selling immediately appeared on the 
slightest hint of any holt to the upward 

^Tm: Firmer. The upward trend con- 
. tinned, supported by a gradual increase in 
buffer stock buying. The huge offerings in 
Penang, which heralded the new month and 
preceded the Chinese New Year, were fully 
absorbed by the Tin Council's buffer stock, 
which in turn gave more confidence to the 
L ondo n market. 

Lead: Dull. Sluggish trading persisted 
throughout the week because of the further 
rise in stocks (up 2300 tons to a record 
133300 tons). Prices fell back along with 
zinc after touching their highest since last 
September. 


Zinc: Uncertain. Prices moved up to 
1 2-month highs, following the further fall in 
stocks (down 675 tons to 9 1 .1 00 tons). But 
they gave ground later on profit-taking as 
European producers cut their selling price 
by S50 to $75Q/ton. 

SOven firmer. Prices reached their high- 
est since September 1 980. boosted as they 
were by gold's advance. Middle East buying 
was said to be prominent, as was a large 
speculative element in Europe. Sharp falls 
were later produced by heavy profit-taking 
before the market steadied again just 
before the weekend. Market stocks rose 
again by i 50.000 ounce to 36. 1 1 0.000 oun- 
ces. their highest since last November. 

Alumin um: Volatile. In continuing heavy 
trading, prices reached their highest since 
April 1980 before "falling like a stone”. 
Dealers said that “cheap buying" 
developed at the lower levels. Bui prices 
picked up from the worst in continuing hec- 
tic trading. 

Nickel: Very steady. Contrary tit its 
recent irregular behavior and ignoring the 
erratic trend elsewhere, nickel continued to 
move steadily ahead. It was helped by the 
96-ton fall in stocks (the first decline since 
the beginning of December) to 7.764 tons. 
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percent. He added that one-piece, hands- 
free. and * multifunction telephones are also 
very popular-items at present. .

Congress presses 
for budget revision

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6(R) — Only a few 
days after President Ronald Reagan unveiled 
his budget for 1984, his aides have been sent 
back to think again under congressional pres- 
sure for major revisions. 

Congressmen have made clear that unless 
the White Honse offers acceptable defease 
cuts, new tax initiatives and a significant jobs 
program, they will do it themselves. 

Last Monday, Reagan presented Congress 
with a $848.5 billion budget which projects a 
$189 billion deficit for the 1984 financial 
year starting on Oct. 1. 

Cabinet officers and chief aides have since 
spent hours before congressional committees 
defending details of the budget beginning 
with the deficit only a little less than the 
record $208 billion revenue shortfall 
estimated for this year. 

In three days of testimony. Defense, Sec- 
retary Caspar Weinberger refused to give up 
any of his record $238.6 billion military 
spending plan. 

Defense is the prim e target for cats, mainly 
because its budget is due to rise by $30 billion 
over this year’s spending, an estimated 10 
percent on top of inflation. 

Spending on social services and other 


under the Reagan budget the third succes- 
sive year of cuts. Both Democrats and 
Reagan’s fellow Republicans, who control 
the Senate, have focussed on this imbalance. 
The Republicans in particular object to the 
deficits, which they believe have contributed 
to high interest rates and delayed economic 
recovery. 

Interest rates have come down recently but 
less quickly than inflation. Government 
interest payments on the escalating national 
debt are expected to go up nearly 10 percent 
after inflation in 1984 to more than $100 
billion. 

The Democrats, buoyed by their streng- 
thened majority in the House of Represen- 
tatives following November’s mid-term elec- 
tions, have been joined in their calls for 
defense cuts by Republicans such as Senate 
majority leader Howard Baker. 

Baker, who has privately suggested Wein- 
berger is being too inflexible, wants at least 
$1 billion cut from the defense budget, half the 
projected increase. 

Democratic Senator Donald Riegle of 
Michigan told Weinberger his ‘‘truly fanatical 
insistence on defense increases" was 
damaging national security and “actually ser- 
ving tile interests of the Soviet Union” a 
charge the defense secretary rejected as 
insulting. 

Democrats say the U.S. commitment to 
NATO calls for a three percent rise in 
defense spending in real terms and that any 
more would be extravagance. 

U.S. says no bowing 
to truckers ’ demands 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AFP) - A 
violence-riddled week-long strike by inde- 
pendent trackers to protest against a U.S. 
fuel tax increase brought a vow Saturday 
night from Senate Finance Committee 
Chairman Senator Robeit Dole that “Con- 
gress simply wifl not be intimidated.” 

Meanwhile, prices of products normally 
transported by independent truckers were 
rising, and wholesalers warned that the situa- 
tion could become serious by mid-week if the 
strike continued. 

According to latest figures, one person has 
been killed and some 50 wounded since 
Monday in incidents aimed at intimidating 
non-strikers. 

Sixty-seven persons have been arrested 
across the country, some 1,000 acts of viol- 
ence have been reported in 37 states, with 
360 trucks shot at and hundreds of others 
having had things thrown at them. 

Loral authorities in several states had 
taken measures to counter the strike called by 
the . 30,00 0-strong independent truckers' 
miiqn. In re\er^^re$ pojjce presence on 
highways was reinforced.

Imports may soar by 40.6% 

China nuts trade sap at $1. 


PEKING. Feb. 6 (R) — China expects a 
SI. 9 billion trade deficit this year as part of 
plans to boost imports after heavy cutbacks. 
Foreign Trade Minister Chen Muhua said 
Sunday. 

Mrs. Chen was quoted in the English- 
language official weekly newspaper Begmg 
(Peking) Review as saying imports would soar 
by 40.6 percent to S23.9 billion. In 1 982 they 
feD by 12.8 percent to SI 7 billion. Exports 
will grow to S22 billion, she said. In 1 982 they 
rose by a modest 1 .9 percent to S2 1 .6 billion, 
according to a recent preliminary official 
estimate. 

Overall trade will increase by $7.3 billion 
to $45.9 billion. Mrs. Chen said. This would 
be an 18.9percent rise over the 1 982 figure, 
which was $38.6 billion, according to the pre- 
liminary estimate. 

China's total foreign trade fell last year by- 
4.4 percent compared with 1981. the first 
drop since 1 976. China has been expecting to 
run into trade deficit in the next few years. 

Late last year Premier Zhao Ziyang 
unveiled a long-overdue 1981-85 five-year 
plan which provides for faster growth of 
imports than exports and a 5.1 -billion-yuan 
($2.5 billion) deficit in 1985. 

Last year's record trade surplus of 4.6 bil- 
lion led to fast growth in China’s foreign 
exchange reserves, which more than doubled 
in the 12 months up to last September to 
$9.23 billion. 


These figures caused cautious optimism 
among foreign businessmen, many of whom 
had been despondent because of recent cots 
in Chinese imports, and Sunday’s statistics 
were likely to provide a further tonic to 
traders. 

Last year's fall in imports was caused by 
China's retrenchment program launched in 
1 979 which resulted in foe suspension 1 or 
renegotiation of several large contracts for 
heavy machinery from abroad. 

Mrs. Chen indicated that despite foe pro- 
jected increase in imports, foe ban on heavy 
plant would remain. “The composition of 
imports has changed tremendously in foe past 
few years and foe changes will be more 
noticeable in 1 983.” 

She noted that foe emphasis had changed 
to importing raw materials needed to mod- 
- enmt Chinese factories and that there had 
been a drastic cut in imports of consumer 
goods. She said China borrowed $ 1 .63 billion 
on the international market and absorbed 
$700 million worth of foreign investment last 
year. It spent $ 1 .7 billion on industrial plant 
she added. 

She said Chinese exports of mechanical 
and electrical products accounted for only 
0.14 percent of foe world's total, and its 
exports of chemical industrial goods, 
excluding petroleum, for only 0.42 percent 
“We are able to rapidly increase our ability to 
export these goods.” she added. 


Rich -poor states 9 parleys set 


PARIS. Feb. 6 (AFP) — A meeting of 
finance ministers of rich and poor nations in 
Washington this week marks foe start of what 
could become an unprecedented effort by the 
international community to restore foe 
health of a crippled world economy. 

The ministers will be meeting next Thurs- 
day and Friday with foe interim committee, 
foe 22-member top policy-making body of 
the International Monetary Fund (IMF). 

They win seek to beef up the fund’s finan- 
ces and strengthen its capacity to deal with 
foe problems of Third World debts. The idea 
is that this will reassure foe world's bankers 
and help prevent a drying up of commercial 
lending to cash-hungry developing nations 
that could make things much worse. 

The mountain of Third World debt 
estimated by foe Paris-based Organization 
for Economic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment (OECD) to have increased seven-fold 
since 1 97 1 to 5626 billion at foe end of 1 982. 
is only one aspect of foe world economic 
crisis. 

A possible chain reaction of defaults and a 
resulting loss of confidence in the world bank- 
ing system “could turn foe prolonged reces- 


sion into a real depressions'' one interna- 
tional authority, former IMF Managing 
Director Johannes Witteveen. said recently. 

His fears are shared by leaders of a growing 
number of countries. International experts 
agree that the financial emergencies which 
have hit Mexico. Brazil and most other Latin 
American countries in foe past six months 
highlighted foe interaction between finance, 
trade and economic growth. This in turn has 
raised foe related problems of volatile cur- 
rencies. high interest rates and energy prices, 
and stagnating development in the poorer 
nations. 

The interdependence between industrial 
and development countries has thus once 
more been brought into focus. Many interna- 
tional authorities believe foe time has come 
to reactivate the “North-South dialogue” 
which has been at a standstill since foe 
October 1981 Can cun summit in Mexico. 
United States President Ronald Reagan and 
leaders of a score of industrial, oil exporting 
and other developing nations spent three 
days discussing ideas of cooperation that 
were never followed up.

BRUSSELS. (AFP) — The EEC Com- 
mission is suggesting that “the Ten” adopt 
an aggressive strategy in order to remain in 
foe forefront of foe world machine tool 
industry, in which 2.800 EEC firms are 
active, and to counter the Japanese offen- 
sive in foe field of numerical controlled 
machines. The commission noted that the 
EEC share in world output of machine tools 
dropped from 35 percent in 1976 to 33 in 
1980. 

STRASBOURG. (AFP) — A conven- 
tion framed by the Council of Europe con- 
cerning the legal status of immigrant work- 
ers wiD go into effect May 1 in Portugal. 
Spain. Turkey. Sweden and foe Nether- 
lands, foe 21-member council announced in 
Strasbourg on Thursday. The convention is 
aimed at strengthening legal rights and 
improving foe status of such workers in foe 
medical, administrative, professional, 
family and social fields. 

ABU DHABL (WAM) — Monetary 
experts from foe Arab union hold their 
tenth conference here from April 16 to 18 
to discuss economic, financial and monetary 
changes at foe Arab and international 
levels. 300 Arab and foreign monetary 
experts will participate as moderators and 
fene&ts. Nizar AI-Rafie, UAE representa- 
tive in the Arab Monetary Experts Union 


and financial expert at foe Arab Monetary 
Fund (AMF) said the conference will dis- 
cuss changes in monetary systems on foe 
Arab and international levels. 

STOCKHOLM. (AFP) — Some 5,707 
firms filed for bankruptcy in Sweden last 
year, l.i percent of all Swedish companies, 
foe Central Statistics Office in Stockholm 
reported. The number of bankruptcies was 
3.5 percent down from the 1981 level. The 
industries with the highest proportions of 
bankruptcies last year were newsprint (1 
out of 40 firms), chemicals (1 out of 41), 

. and the wood industry (1 out of 42). 

BRUSSELS. (AFP) — Farm income in 
foe EEC was up by an average of 8.6 per- 
cent in nominal terms in T Q S4 from foe j 
1981 level, the EEC statistics office has i 
reported. The largest increases went to foe 
Danes (24 percent). Luxembourgers (22). 
and West German (16). Lowest were 
Greece (2.1 percent). Italy (1 .4) and Ire- 
land (0.5 percent).

Home of giant land tortoise 

Seychelles’ plan to save Aldabra’s wildlife 


By Michael Richardson 

ALDABRA ATOLL. Seychelles 
(Depthnews) — Strange -looking animals 
with strange habits flourish in the harsh envi- 
ronment of Aldabra atoll in the Seychelles. 

Outsized land crabs with pincer arms 
stronger than Taiwan's can strip the husk 
from a coconut with ease. They steal cameras, 
cooking pans and primus stoves, and have 
even been known to eat pyjamas and plastic 
bags. 

There are frigate birds with a two-meter 
wingspan that feed mainly by robbing other 
sea birds of their fish. Yet victims and thieves 
nest side-by-side in stunted mangrove trees 
without apparent ill will. 

Other birds that cannot fly are so unafraid 
of man. they will come up and Dibble at your 
shoelaces. 

There are things that look like ghoulish 
plastic heads with hippy hairdos. They are 
upside-down jellyfish that spend their days in 
pools several hundred meters from the sea 
with tentacles floating near the surface of the 
water and bodies beneath. 

Aldabra. 1 090 kilometers southw est of the 
main Seychelles island of Mahe in the West- 
ern Indian Ocean, and 650 kilometers from 
the African mainland, contains an Alice in 
Wonderland world of nature. 

Formed by a jagged coral cap that grew 
on top of volcanic mountains. Aldabra 
emerged from the sea some 80.000 years ago. 


ARE YOU A 
WOOD-BURNER? 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: We're getting ready for a hard winter. We’re 
thanking of patting in a wood-burning stove. Is there anything special 
we should know about it heaithwise?— Afrs. V. 

Dear Mrs. VJ Since 1973, sales of wood-burning stoves has 
skyrocketed. In 1975, over 400,000 new homes were built with 
fireplaces and over half a million stoves sold. Your stove should be 
carefully installed and inspected, Mrs. V. Many do not realize that 
there's danger from pollutants such as carbon monoxide and other 
gases that should not be overlooked. There are precautions to be 
taken to prevent accidental injuries. One estimate is that there were 
about 10,000 bum injuries treated in emergency rooms during 1981 
which involved wood and coal-bum ing heating stoves and free- 
standing fireplaces. According to the U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, the following causes of accidental injury are most often 
associated with the use of wood and coal-burning stoves: 

1. Stoves and flues can become extremely hot and start fires on 
adjacent wall, floors and furnishings. No stove should be installed 
without proper clearance. Fireproof materials sho.uld be placed 
underneath stoves. 

2. Be wary of contact with flame or hot surface area. Clothing can 
ignite from flame and cause severe bums. So can falling against or 
touching outer hot surface. 

3. Never use fire starters such as gasoline or kerosene or com me r- 
sgial fire starters to start ofstroke" a fire without extreme care. They 


Because of their remoteness and hostile ter- 
rain. the galaxy of islands in die atoll have 
been one of the places least disturbed by man 
in his increasingly crowded world. 

So unique is the environment of Aldabra 
and the plants and creatures that live there, 
that the 160 square-kilometer atoll was put 
on the World Heritage List by the United 
Nations Educational. Scientific and Cultural 
Organization (UNESCO) with the approval 
of the Seychelles Socialist government. 

It joins Australia's Great Barrier Reef. 
Tanzania's Serengeti National Park and 
America’s Yellowstone National Park on the 
UNESCO list of more than 1 00 such preser- 
ves. 

• But of all the weird animals on Aldabra'. 
the one which seems to fascinate scientists 
most is the giant grass-eating land tortoise. 
There are more than 1 50.000 of these lum- 
bering. antediluvian reptiles that live for over 
a century, measure 1 2 meters in length and 
weigh around 1 20 kilograms. 

The only other place in the world where 
large colonies of giant land tortoises live is the 
Galapagos Islands in the Pacific. They are 
cousins of the Aldabran tortoises, but there 
arc only about 10.000 of them. 

For foreign tourists the sun is one of the 
Seychelles attractions. But it is a killer for 
giant tortoises encased in armor-plated 
shells. Being reptiles, with no internal heat 
regulation system like man's, they cannot tol- 
erate extremes of temperature. They spend 


most of the day in the shade of Aldabra's 
dense bush, coming out to feed on the open, 
grassy areas mainly in the early morning and 
late afternoon. 

If they stray too far from shelter, they 
overheat and die. A few hundred meters from 
cover seems to be the farthest they can safely 
roam. 

Like the hombiils of Borneo, the Aldabran 
tortoises entomb their young in the nest — 
for protection. When the average five to eight 
eggs have been laid in a shallow chamber 
scooped out of a guano pit the female covers 
them up wife soil and urinates over the nest. 
This forms a kind of cement which the sun 
bakbs into a hard crust over the eggs. 

The mortar keeps predators such as land 
crabs, rats, wild cats and ibis out of the nest. 
But it also means that the baby tortoises 
cannot dig their way out until the onset of the 
annual rainy season softens the soil. So 
mum's maternal timing must be just right. . 

The fortunes of the Aldabran animal king- 
dom have been threatened by outsiders sev- 
eral times in the past. Large numbers of tor- 
toises were taken for food by visiting ships in 
the 1 9th century and by 1 892. shortly after 
die first permanent settlement was estab- 
lished there, the estimated reptile population 
was only 1 .000. 

Not long before, the Seychelles gained 
independence from Britain in 1976 and 
joined the Commonwealth. Whitehall

Mr. l/~* Whether or not you should be operated on, doesn't 
depend so much on your age as the extent of the aneurysm. There' s 
always danger of rupture. Many surgeons believe that all aneurysms 
should be resected, regardless of sire. With modern surgical techni- 
ques and management, such an operation is relatively safe in patients 
who are in their seventies oreighties. Besides, the operation is likely 
to increase long-term life expectancy. Whether or not you are a good 
candidate for replacement with a Dacron graft will depend upon your 
doctors' judgment.

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Exodus from Nigeria continuing 

A million more problems for Ghanaian revolution

LONDON. (LOS) '-r The enforced 
homecoming of more than a million 
Gh anaians orkfersemenceerf expulsion from 
Nigeria is threatening terrible turmoil for the 
already hard-pressed revolutionary govern- 
ment' of Flight Ll Jerry Rawlings. 

Ghana's economy has run down to near 
bankruptcy. wsh chronic shortages of food 
and constoner goods, a rampant black market 
apd enemies within and without the borders 
baying for Wood. Another million dissatis- 
fied. tmempkiyed and hungry people is the 
last thing the country needs. 

On top of all this, there have been reports 
of mercenary troops in neighboring Togo, 
poised to invade. In December the . Lome 
government . passed to Accra, an official 
report of mercenaries on its territory and 
Ghanaian forces in the area were mobilized. 

Ghana's state nutiblias attacked the ''cor- 
rupt and inefficient neo-colonial Nigerian 
ruling group” for enforcing the expulsion in 
order to "forts the Ghana government to 
reopen its borders which have been closed for 
good reasons. Any reopening of the borders 
wfli make it possible for saboteurs and coun- 
terrevolutionaries to infiltrate the country.” 

Ghana finally agreed to open the Togo 
border at the weekend but even if the repatri- 
ation of the deportees can be smoothly man- 
aged. there will still be terrible problems 
absorbing them- 

Support for Rawlings’ 13-month-old 
revolution is strongest among the urban poor 
in Accra. The newcomers — the refugees — 
are different. They had -been attracted to 
Nigeria precisely to avrad'what they are now 
being driven bade to — unemployment, hard- 
ship and the inability to buy even staple foods 
at reasonable prices. 

Nigeria has given them an attitude likely to 
close their ears to the kind of appeal for sac- 
rifice that comes from Jerry Rawlings nearly 
every day. ' 

The government hopes to disperse them, 
from the transit camp established on the 
deserted Trade Fair site on the eastern fringe 
of Accra, to work on construction projects 
around the country. But the West African 
extended family system is much more likely 
to daw them to relatives in the cities. 

There is no shortage of forces to capitalize 
on foe chaos that could ensue. The middle 
classes have suffered under the revolution. . 
Professionals and students have been reviled 
for their elitism, foe traders for koUibule — 


foe all-embracing local terra for foe black 
market and profiteering. 

Big business, such as it is. is engaged in 
what can only be described as a strike of 
capital. Over the Iasi year there has been no 
private money invested in production. Only 
foe stale's limited resources — for tax avoi- 
dance has been widespread — are being emp- 
loyed. and much of this money has to go on 
paying the huge corps of public employees 
and an subsidizing the cocoa farmers, partly 
to deter them from smuggling their crop. 

The main opponents of foe regime arc 
looking to take over from Rawlings, to realize 
the call for a ‘'national government.” is Brig. 
J; Nunoo Mehsah. former chief of foe defense 
staff and as such a member of foe ruling Pro- 
visional National Defense Council (PNDC). 

Rawlings brought him in as a “respectable” 
middle-of-the-road influence but he resigned 
on Nov. 22. foe day before foe latest attemp- 
ted coup. 

~ Nuooo Mensah's lengthy resignation letter 
has become something of a rallying point for 
opponents of the revolution; so much so that 
the state-owned press has never printed it. 
though copies have circulated widely. 

Nunoo Mcnsah is not foe only man to have 
left foe PNDC. Of foe original seven mem- 
bers. two remain. Two others are in jail. One 
is in exile in Togo. The remaining leadership, 
about to contend with the refugees, has little 
strength for such a daunting challenge.

Execution, torture a daily occurrence 

Horrors of Vietnam’s re-education camps

BANGKOK (WP) — For Bouasy Kan- 
lagna. a Laotian ex-major, foe re-education 
camp in Northern Laos near the Vietnamese 
border was "just like a prison." Every day. he 
and 800 other officers who served the former 
U^.-backed government had to do hard 
labor under foe watchful eyes of Communist 
Pathet Lao guards. 

Then one day. Bouasy said at the Nnng 
Khai refugee camp in northeastern Thailand 
recently, foe routine was broken when two 
ex-officers and a civilian escaped. They were 
at large for nearly a month before being cap- 
tured and brought back to foe camp, where 
they were paraded before the assembled 
prisoners, he said. The camp commander told 
foe inmates they would have to decide foe 
escapees' fate by “democratic means.” 
Bouasy said, by voting cither to have them 
executed or “taken to another place.” But 
the prisoners knew there really was no 


choice. 

“Everyb«>dy raised his hand for them to be 
killed." Bouasy. 40. recalled. “Nobody wants 
to stay in jail a long time. It’s better to be 
Idlled.” he added, "and if we voted to send 
them to another camp, they would be killed 
anyway." 

Bouasy may have been luckier than most. 
Conditions in his camp do not seen to have 
been as harsh as those described by other 
refugees, notably those from Vietnam, and 
be was freed in January 1 981 after serving 
5% years. He fled to Thailand four months 
later, he said., because of official harassment 
after his release and fears that be was about to 
be rcarrested. 

The same fear motivated Danh Thao. 42. a 
former lieutenant in the South Vietnamese 
Army. Interviewed at foe Panat Niknm 
refugee holding center 65 miles east of Bang- 
kok. he said he fied overland across Cam- 
bodia to Thailand in June 1981 when 
authorities discovered he had lied about his'- 
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rank on a biography of himself that he was 
required to write after the fall of South Viet- 
nam in 1975. 

Today. 7Vz years after the Communist 
takeovers in South Vietnam and Laos, tens of 
thousands of people are still in re-education 
camps, according to refugees and Western 
diplomats. Although many inmates have 
been released, they say. authorities continue 
to replenish their ranks by rounding up new 
dissidents and old opponents. 

Besides the years at hard labor, refugees 
who were in foe camps tell of executions, 
torture, severe malnutrition, inadequate 
medical care and bribery to gain release. In 
addition to former soldiers, foe inmates 
include civil servants, priests, monks, dissi- 
dent teachers, writers and other civilians, all 
held without formal charges or trials. 

Some refugees complain that the camps 
have aroused little international interest, 
despite what they say are human rights vio- 

latio ns o n a massive scale. __ 

|V. ; According to^dtplomat wfiovisrtcd Hanoi 
rc&ntly. a Western embassy there now 
estimates that 1 00.000 people ifcmairi in Vie- 
tnamese re-education camps. Based on inter- 
views with scores of refugees this year, the 
U.S. Embassy in Bangkok reckons that more 
than 40 re-cducation camps were operating 
in Vietnam as of last year, with a combined 
population in excess of 126.000. 

The last official figure from Hanoi was 
issued two years ago. when the government 
said 20.000 Vietnamese remained in the 
camps. 

At that time, foe Vietnamese government 
told Amnesty Internationa) that its policy of 
rc-education was more humane than trials 
and judicial condemnation, according to foe 
London-based human rights group. It said 
Hanoi also argued that those still detained 
were guilty of “national treason" and acts 
against “public security." 

Amnesty International rejected Hanoi's 
arguments. It charged that many detainees 
had not been involved in prosecuting foe war 
in Vietnam and that in foe absence of any 
trials, the system violated what it said was foe 
internationally recognized right of a person 
to be presumed innocent until proven guilty. 

The 1 982 annual report declared that “the 
continuing detention without charge or trial 
of thousands of members of the former South 
Vietnamese administration In “re- 
education” camps remained (Amnesty's) 
principal Concern” in Vietnam. It reiterated a 
complaint about inadequate medical care in 
foe camps. It also noted an increase in use of 
the death penalty. 

According to one U.S. Embassy official, 
many releases were reported in 1980. but 
some refugees subsequently said this was 
largely to make room for new inmates, par- 
ticularly those who tried to flee Vietnam or 
had concealed their identities after 1 975. In 
addition to dissidents, resistance fighters 
from foe central highlands and common 
criminals were among the newer prisoners, 
foe official said. 

The former prisoners reported two visits to 
their camps by international organizations 
that they could not identify. None of the 60 
knew of any visit by Amnesty International 
or foe International Committee of foe Red 
Cross. A Red Cross official in Bangkok said 
that at present “the ICRC is not involved in 
visiting re-education with foe Vietnamese" 
but that “negotiations" with foe Vietnamese 
government were going on. 

According to foe U.S. Embassy report, one 
of foe largest camps — described by 10 
refugees — is foeTan Htep camp in Dong Nai 
province. It was said to hold approximately 

6,000 prisoners, mostly former officers up to 
foe rank of coloneL 

The refugees said that prisoners accused of 
“careless talk” or other violations of camp 
rules frequently are beaten and shackled in 
metal containers in foe sun and without 
water. The containers, called connex boxes, 
are about foe size of a large refrigerator and 
were used for shipping U-S. equipment. They 
were left behind by the thousands. 

Hie camp itself consists of about 25 con- 
crete buildings with tin roofs surrounded try 
multiple barbed-wire fences and a mine field, 
foe refugees told U.S. Embassy interviewers. 
They said watch towers at foe comers of foe 
camp were manned by guards armed - with 
machine guns and that searchlights were used 
at night to discourage escape attempts. 

The she. near Bien Hoa north of Ho Chi 
Minh dfy (formerly Saigon), once was used 


by foe South Vietnamese government to hold 
North Vietnamese army prisoners, the U.S. 
report said. 

Refugees reported being tied in a painful 
position for a long period, with this treatment 
sometimes accompanied by brutal beatings. 
According to a U.S. official in Bangkok. 
American ex-POWS have reported the same 
punishments at the hands of their North Vie- 
tnamese captors. 

The refugees also reported that two South 
Vietnamese ex-majors who tried to escape 
were shot after a one-hour trial and that 
others were gunned down daring attempts to 
flee. Bui Him Nghia. a suspected resistance 
leader in foe camp, died after being shackled 
for three months, and ex-captain Nguyen 
Thanh Long committed suicide after being 
beaten and shackled inside a connex box. the 
refugees said. 

At the Con Cat camp in Hau Giang pro- 
vincc. two former inmates reported, guards 
_ shackled Nguyen.— Van ~T5cfa.- a_- RriEWDt: 
CathoU^jjnesL Tor four months and 1 0 days 
for trying tntcifcft English toother prisoners. 

The ’refugees said other forms of punish- , 
ment included reduction of rations and being 
locked in “tiger cages." They said guards 
sometimes tortured or shot prisoners caught 
trying to escape. 

According to the U.S. Embassy reports, 
the former prisoners also spoke of wide- 
spread illness and malnutrition in the camps 
because of insufficient fond and medicine. 

In Laos, the indoctrination function seems 
to have been preserved to a greater extent, 
according to foe accounts of former inmates. 
hx-Ma jor Bouasy recounted that after doing 
hard labor during the day. the prisoners at his 
camp in Northern Laos had to attend daily 
“political training" sessions from 7 to 9 P.M. 

“Every day they told us not to believe in 
capitalist government, to believe only in 
Communism." he said. “They told us the 
United States is the enemy No. 1 in the world, 
and that the Communist system would never 
end." 

Another Laotian refugee. Karotah 
Natiwan. who arrived at foe Nong Khai camp 
in February, said he was accused of being a 
CIA agent because he had worked for foe 
U.S. Agency for Internationa] Development 
before the Communist takeover of Laos. He 
recalled political “re-cducation" sessions in 
which Communist cadres told the prisoners 
that Thailand was an enemy and would even- 
tually have to be "liberated." 

Although apparently eligible for resettle- 
ment in foe United States under U.S. criteria 
for Indochinese refugees. Kamtan and 
numerous other Laotians and Vietnamese 
have become victims of “humane deterr- 
ence.” 


Fishing boat 
of future 
hurdles tests

COLOMBO (Depthnews) — The 26-foot 
SRL 17, a motorized vessel which has been 
tried out in Sri Lankan waters, could be the 
fishing boat of the future for many Asean 
coastal states. 

Designed by Oyvind Gulbradsen. the SRL 
17 shows much greater fuel efficiency than the 
28-foot 3.5 tonne rs which are now being used 
in Sri Lanka. 

Gulbradsen is a Food and Agriculture 
Organization consultant working with foe 
Bay of Bengal Program. He is a naval 
architect and fisheries development expert 
with many years of boat designing and sailing 
experience behind him. 

In the last two decades, many Sri Lankan 
fishermen with much government prodding 
went mod. They forsook the traditional, but 
clumsy catamarans or outrigger canoes and 
went after foe tin outboard motor. With foe 
mounting fuel costs, however, they now find 
that foe mechanized boats have become a 
liability. 

They have also realized that foe old 
catamaran has age-old efficiencies, improved 
versions of which can be incorporated into 
modem fishing boats. Two of the distinct 
advantages are: they do not gobble up fuel 
but use wind power; and they are also beach- 
landers. 

Gulbradsen has incorportated these 
characteristics into SRL U. Meanwhile, 
fishermen have been noticing a steady rise in 
their operational costs. The consumer who 
gets the hardest and foe last clout down foe 
line has had to pay exorbitant prices for that 
pound of fish. 

Equally important is foe fact that foe very 
purpose for which boats w'ere mechanized 
has been defeated. They were expected to go 
further out to sea and bring big hauls and 
provide foe consumer with a cheap and plen- 
tiful form of protein. It just did not happen 
that way. as has happened in other parts of 
the world like Kerala. India. 

So foe SRL n comes as a boon to both 
fisherman and consumer. It is an alternative 
to foe fuel-guzzling mechanized boats used 
now in Sri Lanka. These 28-footers with 30 
borse-power engines consume around eight 
gallons of diesel on a six-hour run. The SRLH 
needs only three gallons in foe same time 
span. 

The S/LL Z/hasa 12 horse-power air cooled 
diesel engine. It has aiso-sails. So when foe 
wind is high, foe fishermen can turn off the 
engine and sail by wind power. 

The prototype for the SRL II was built by 
Gulbradsen in Madras. India, foe headquar- 
ters of foe Bay of Bengal Program. It was 
recently tested in the seas around Negombo. 
one of Sri Lanka's main fishing grounds.

tons of diesel per year. 1 ! 

The SRL U can do six knots an hour and 
this is sufficient, says Gulbradsen. He adds 
that Sri Lankan fishermen, in fact, travel too 
fast at seven knots an hour and use up too 
much fuel. They could do as well at six knots 
and save some fuel. 

< )ne of the biggest advantages of SRL n is 
that it is a bcachlandcr. It docs not need 
fisheries harbors to come back to base. The 
humble catamaran could nose its way up foe 
beaches through the toughest seas. But not 
foe mechanized boats. But harbors are costly 
to build and maintain. 

The SRL U has foe complex ability to fight 
and overcome foe furious breakers which bil- 
low and lash foe shore. It can ride foe surf and 
get home. The boat was found to catch as 
much fish as the three and a half to oners and 
is equally seaworthy. It has been tested in 
both inshore and offshore waters in all types 
of weather. It stood foe test 

In one year's performance. H brought in 

1 1 .000 kilos of fish and saved 1 6.000 rupees 
(S 1 .200) in fuel costs. The prototype built in 
Madras was in marine plywood. Hie fiberg- 
lass version wquld .cost around 120.000 
rupees ($7,700). The mechanized 28-footers 
now being used in Sri Lanka cost around 

170.000 rupees (SI 0.880). 

Additional Secretary to the Ministry of 
Fisheries Aloy Fernando said at a demonstra- 
tion of the SRL U that foe wasteful . 
mechanized fishing boats will have to be 
phased out and more economic craft intro- 
duced. 

The SRL O will be put into commercial 
production under the West Coast Develop- 
ment Project funded by foe Asian Develop- 
ment Bank.

Sad to relate, he went down 
one when he elected to cash 
the A-K of spades instead of 
attempting the finesse. 
However, be had lots of com- 


playedior the drop while the 
otbo* half chose the finesse! 

As usual in cases of tins sort, 
those declarers who chose to 
finesse expounded volubly on 
why they had done so. 
However, I’m sure that if the 
finesse had foiled, the other 
half of the field who played for 
the drop would have presented 
equally cogent reasons for 
refusing t he fin esse. 

One declarer got to seven 
hearts and made the grand 
slam without “guessing” the 
spade situation. He won the 
dub lead with the ace and pro- 
mptly ruffed a club In dummy. 
After cashing the ace of 
spades. Sooth played the A-K 
of diamonds and ruffed a dia- 
mond. He then drew four 
rounds of trumps and cashed 
the king of dubs. 

The location of the queen of 
spades now presented no pro- 
blem. Declarer led a spade, 
and finessed the jack,- 
supremely confident the 
finesse would succeed! 

East had shown up with five 
diamonds, four hearts, three 
dubs and a spade during the 
play, and South realized that 
East could not have another 
spade — and that the spade 
finesse was t he ref o re certain 
to succeed. 

In effect, by taking the. 
precaution of counting East’s 
band, declarer was able to 
change a conjectural dedsiao 
into a sure thing.

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Greece gets tough 
with U.S. on bases 


ATHENS. Feb. 6 (R) — Greece's ruling 
Socialists, elected 1 S months ago in a storm of 
anti-Western rhetoric, are now getting down 
to some hard bargaining with the United 
States over its four military bases here. 

For the first time since the start last 
October of U.S. -Greek talks on the bases' 
future, both sides are publicly putting their 
cards on the table — with U.S. military aid to 
Greece and Turkey emerging as a central 
issue. On Friday, the Reagan administration 
outraged Greek public opinion by proposing, 
for 1984. a sharp increase in military help to 
Turkey, which Greece views as its only poten- 
tial aggressor, while keeping aid to Greece at 
1983 levels. 

U.S. officials said the increase proposed for 
Turkey, from $765 milli on to $930 million, 
was intended to cover "long-felt moderniza- 
tion needs.” In what was immediately bran- 
ded as blackmail by many Greek newspapers, 
an American official said any reconsideration 
of the $280 million aid proposal for Greece 
would depend on the outcome of the bases 
talks. 

He added: "At the moment, we see no 
reason to raise it" Prime Minister Andreas 
Papandreou. voted into power as Greece's 
first Socialist leader on such slogans as “out 
with the bases of death” immediately wrote 
to President Reagan, predicting 
“unforeseeable consequences” if the military 
balance in the Aegean was upset 

Wanting that the Reagan proposals did not 
help the dimate of the U-S.-Greek talks, he 
called on Washington to review the aid levels 
it had proposed for Athens. Earlier this week. 
Papandreou told his Pasok (Socialist) Party 
since die bases served neither Greek nor 
NATO interests, “there must be tilings in 
return, serious things, for them to remain for 


any length of time." 

Papandreou has ruled out what he calls 
unQateral action in removing the bases but 
rem ains co mmi tted to securing a timetable, 
for their eventual withdrawal. The bases con- 
sist of an air support base adajacent to 
Athens airport, a communications center 
near Athens, an electronic surveillance sta- 
tion on the islan d of Crete, and an anchorage 
on Crete big enough for the whole U.S. Sixth 
Fleet 

■ Informed Greek sources say the military 
aid demands put to Washington by Athens 
amount to $1 billion. 

Since 1 977. when Washington agreed to 
give Greece $700 million and Turkey $1 bil- 
lion in military aid over four years. Greek 
governments have been pressing the U.S. for 
a commitment that it will keep the 7 to 10 
ratio. 

An official Greek spokesman made it clear 
Saturday that “7 to 10” remained a basic 
Greek demand and added that unlike its 
Conservative predecessors, die current gov- 
ernment wanted all forms of militaiy aid to 
Turkey, including those designated as 
economic assistance, taken into account 

On that basis, aid to Greece in 1984 would 
have to rise to at least $650 million if the ratio 
is to be maintained. 

Reginald Bartholomew, the ambassador- 
rank State Department official who has been 
conducting die talks at the Greek Foreign 
Ministry, left Sunday for consultations in 
Washington. He is expected to covey 
Greece's demands to Washington and ask 
bow many of them the U-S. would be pre- 
pared to meet, before returning to Athens, 
probably on Feb. 18. for what could be the 
decisive round of the negotiations. 


Mozambique appeals for food aid 


MAPUTO, Feb. 6 (ONS) Drought and 
war are causing a serious food shortage in 
southern Mozambique. The government has 
appealed for an extra 255.000 tons of inter- 
national food aid. which would more than 
double the present amount of aid received. 

In die southern half of the country, the 
fields at this time of year should be green. 
Instead they are brown and dusty, and con- 
tain only a few withered stalks of grain. The 
rains failed during the planting months of 
November and December and there will be 
almost no crop this year. In the forming town 
of Chockwe. not far from Maputo, only two 

uriffimeteisofrainfiril in those two months — 
hardly enough to wet the ground. Elsewhere, 
encouraged by initial rain, farmers planted 
their fields, then no more rain came. 

The government flew 1.000 tons of seed 
from the north for a second planting but that 
faded too. Then, in response to an urgent 
appeal, the Soviet Union sent 3.000 tons of 
seed. Farmers planted for a third time but in 
most areas agy*" nothing grew. The excep- 


tion is on higher ground, where rains finally 
started two weeks ago- But Jammy is too late 
to plant so the yields wfl] be small, even if the 
rains continue. 

Not only rain-fed agriculture is affected. 
Rivers are at record low levels, restricting 
irrigation, which means rice production this 
year will be less than half normal. 

The crisis is made much more serious 
because it comes after an already bad year, 
and fanners have little grain in stock. In 
southern Mozambique, rainfall has been well 
below normal since November 1981. Most 
food grown in Mozambique is eaten by the 
peasants who produce it. These subsistence 
fanners have lost not only grain but cattle and 
other crops Eke cassava and peanuts. 

Matters were made much worse last year 
because erf the attacks by the South African- 
backed Mozambique National Resistance, 
which burnt crops in the fields and 
intimidated peasants to prevent harvesting. 
Small family grain stores, food loiries and 
strops were aO targets for the

Kohl wants serious 
parleys at Madrid 

BONN, Feb. 6 (R) — West German Chan- 
cellor Helmut Kohl Sunday urged particip- 
ants at the Madrid conference on European 
security, due to resume Tuesday, to work 
together constructively. Kohl said the con- 
ference must produce a substantial final 
document that signified progress for the 
divided peoples of Europe and in his country, 
and which also contained a precise mandate 
for a conference on disarmament in Europe, 
according to a statement from the govern- 
ment press office. 

“ We want to work out confidence-building 
measures that will be valid in the whole of 
Europe — from the Atlantic to the Urals,” he 
said. He said he expected the Soviet Union 
and its allies to negotiate seriously in Madrid, 
as they have already made it known they want 
to bring the conference to a speedy conclu- 
sion. 

Foreign Minister Hans- Dietrich Genscher, 
in a newspaper interview, said lie believed the 
setting up of a European disarmament con- 
ference would lead to greater confidence and 
stability in East-West relations.

Filipino Muslims urge talks 
to end 11-year-old fighting 


MANILA. Feb. 6 (AFP) — Muslims 
claiming to represent at least half of the 
rebels fighting an 1 1 -year-old secessionist 
rebellion in the southern Philippines, have 
called for the resumption of negotiations to 
end the conflict. 

A declaration said Muslim rebels and Mus- 
lims working for the government were 
seeking “a peaceful and just political solu- 
tion to the conflict in the southern Philippines 
within the framework of the national 
sovereignty and territorial integrity" of the 
country. 

Former assembly member Saidamen Pan- 
garungan. who drafted and sponsored the 
declaration, told AFP that at least half the 
leaders of the secessionist More National 
Liberation Front (MNLF) had supported the 
declaration. 

The agreement was reached in discussions 
in Karachi. Pakistan. last month ujadcr spon- 
sorship of the World Muslim Congress. 

The “Karachi declaration for peace and 
unity.” signed for the rebels by Sultan 
Haroun Al- Rashid Lucman. expressed the 
“readiness and willingness” of the Rebels 
and the leaders of the Muslim community in 


Philippines” to resume the negotiations as 
early as possible for a sincere, complete and 
final implementation of the Tripoli agree- 
ment.” 

The agreement called for the establish- 
ment of an autonomous government in pre- 
dominantly Muslim areas with the national 
government in Manila having control of the 
armed forces and foreign policy. 

The acceptance of overall national gov- 
ernment control clashes with the original 
MNLF aim of secession, which MNLF foun- 
der and chairman Nut Misuari still insists on. 
But the MNLF is now divided into at least 
four factions, two of which have grouped 
themselves with the other participants in 
Karachi into the f Mma iae Muslim Solidarity 
Congress (PMSC). 

Negotiations between the MNLF and the 
government were broken off and fighting 
resumed in late 1 977. with both sides 
accusing each other of breaking the truce set 
up under the 1976 Tripoli agreement

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Japan, Russia to discuss islands 


UTUNOMIYA. Japan. Feb. 6 (AFP) — 
Japanese Premier Yasuhiro Nakasone said 
here Sunday that the outstanding issue in 
relations between Tokyo and Moscow has the 
territorial dispute over four Soviet islands 
east of Hokkaido that are claimed by Japan. 

The prime minister told newsmen in this 
town north of Tokyo that the nation and the 
government should “unite (and) try with 
patience to get back" the northern islands 
occupied by the Soviet Union at the end of 
World War II. Relations between the two 
countries soured after the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan, but Japan and the Soviet Union 
are to resume a dialogue in mid-February.

Referring to recent Soviet protests against 
his remarks suggesting the need for stronger 
defense capabilities against possible Soviet 
attacks. Nakasone said Japan's sole purpose 
was to maintain peace. 

The prime minister also said China was 
very important neighbor and that stability in 
Sino-Japanese relations was essential to 
Asian and world peace. He added that he had 
decided to send Susmu Nikaido; secretary- 
general of the ruling Liberal Democratic 
Party, to Peking to explain Japan's defense 
policy to Chinese leaders. 
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
